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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is made in response to applicant's amendment filed on 
5/18/07. Claims 1-26 are currently pending in the application. An action follows below: 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to a display driving method and driver capable 
of producing a full-screen display mode and a partial-screen display mode. Each 
independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features " a front drawing row 
designation register which designates any one of the scanning lines as the front drawing 
row " and " wherein the partial display control section starts counting the drawing rows 
after a partial period corresponding to a value set in the front drawing designation 
register has elapsed in a vertical scanning period ". The closest prior art, Morita 
(USPgPub: 20020190974), Ohtani et al. (USPN: 7239742), and Nakajima et al. (USPN: 
6791539) disclose partial-mode display devices that provide registers designating any 
row as a first drawing row, but fail to start counting drawing rows after the first drawing 
row is reached in the vertical scanning period, either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious. Further, the remarks 
provided by the applicant in pages 1 and 2 of the amendment filed on 5/18/2007 
regarding the Morita reference are taken into consideration.
